Frank Vicars, cierik in Nichol's 
drug store, told of McLachlin’s hav- 
ing purchased on the afternoon: of 
the day before the tragedy ten grains 
of strychnine, which he had said he 
wanted to mix with rat poison, pre- 
viously purchased, which had not 
done its work effectively. Vicars told 
him. that jive grains would kill a 
large number of rats, but McLachlin 
told. him to double the quantity of 
grains and signed in the poison book 
for ten grains.

government, F. W. Peters, assistant 
to the second vice-president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and If, W. 

Jeattic, general solicitor, stated yes- 
terday that the Dominion’s propor- 
tion of..the cost of the high level 
bridge, $126,000, had not been. in- 
cluded in’ the appropriations before 
the adjournment of the House, al- 
though the government have given 
assurance that at least $100,000 would 
be forthcoming, and the railway offi- 
cials anticipate that the remaining 
$26,000 will also be obtained. 

The company expects, however, 
that the city of Edmonton will guar- 
antee this latter amount, and state 
that their intention of proceeding im- 
mediately with the construction if 
this sum and the $175,000 promised 
by the Alberta cabinet towards the 
trafic features of the bridge, can be 
assured on the reassembling of the 
legislature on May . 26. 

The Dominion cabinet agreed to 
contribute a sum equal to 15° per 
cent. of the cost of the high level 
bridge, and it was upon this basis 
that the figure of $126,000 was ar- 
rived at. 

The plans of the railroad engineers 
were completed today. All necessary 
test piles have been driven in the 
river and the officials state that no 
obstacle now remains to the com- 
mencement of the season's opera- 
tions, but the obtaining of. the guar- 
antecing of the sums mentioned 
above. :

J. K. Cornwall’s Answer to Allega- 
tions of Alfred Hawes, 


THE STATEMENTS ARE DENIED 


| Cornwall Declares it was Never his 
; special Duty to Procure Aid for 
Athabasca Railway. 


Denying that Alfred Hawes of T'o- 
ronto has any just claim against him, 
statement of claim filed 
by Hawes on April tith shows any 
cause for action against ‘him, James 
KX. Cornwall filed ‘his defence in the 
action of Hawes to recover $250,000 
from Clarke, Cornwall, Minty and oth- 
ers, in the Supreme Court yesterday 
afternoon. ‘Nhe time of trial has not 
yet been set down, but dt dis quite 
likely that it will be heard at the June 
sittings of the Supreme Court. 

It will be remembered that in his 
claim Hawes set forth 
that he was entitled ‘to one sixth of 
the profits in the incorporation, orga- 
nizetion, construction and bonding of 
the Athabasea Railway Company, ‘the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way Company, and the Canada West 
Construction Company, claiming thai 
he was interested jn thes ecompanics 
to the extent of one sixth. Hawes fur 
ther demanded that he forthwith be 
paid this share of the profits arising 
vut uf the sale of the bonds of these 
companies, and demanded an account 
from Mr. (Cornwall of all the profits 
amade by him in connection with any 
of ‘the mattens alleged in the sta'te- 
ment of claim and a declaration ithat 
those profits belong to the Syndicate 
and that ‘the plaintiff is entitled to 
one sixth of this amount and ‘that tt 
be forthwith paid to ‘him. 

Hawes further set porth that if Corn- 
wall did not now ‘have any’ interest 
in the syndicate, it mas ‘because the 
had disposed of this and ‘ather shares 
in an improper manner. -An jinjunc- 
tion restraining the disbursements of 
any of the proceeds of the sak of the 
A. & G. W. bonds, was asked for until 
the action had been tried, and Hanes 
further claimed damages from Minty 
on ‘the grounds: that Minty did not 
keep them fully anformed ‘of all the 
circumstances, and that therefore the 
transfer of Hanes’ interests made by 
Minty ‘was invalid. ; 

Statement of Defence 


The statement of defence sets forth: 

“That Hawes ‘had in the syndicate 
not a one sixth only but only a 22-140 
interest, of awhich 12-140 did inot rep- 
resent cash paid out, but was alloted 
for services on behalf of the syndi- 
erte performed or to be performed by 
Hawes. 

‘Nhat Corawall’s interest represented 
an actual cash otrtlay to the full 
amount and no share or interest what-
